A dismissal was entered Thurs- 
day afternoon in Superior Court in 
the matter of the El Dorado Ir- 
rigation District against the Pa- 
cific Gas & Electric Company, 
praying for an injunction to re- 
strain the company from interfer- 
ing with a continuous flow of wa- 
ter to the district from the com- 
pany’s forebay.

ted and denied. 

Basis for the stipulation on 
which the dismissal is based was 
reached in conference during the 
resess but the agreement was not 
formally drawn up. 

It was understood that the stip- 
ulation will say that: 

1. The dismissal is entered with- 
out prejudice; 

2. The company agrees to con- 
tinue to supply water as in the 
past; 

3. If a continuous flow of wa-

Ancient Culture In Arizona 
PHOENIX, (lP—Arizona may be 
the “Baby State” of the nation, but 
its culture basis began 10,000 years 
ago, according to Clara Lee Tan- 
ner, assistant professor of anthro- 
pology at the University of Arizona. 
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Public awareness of the signifi- 
cance of the struggle is gradual- 
ly increasing, but thus far has been 
inadequate, the President said.

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Nazis Pour 1,000 Planes, 
Thousands Of Troops Into 
Major Hellenic Offensive 


By JOE ALEX MORRIS

Adolf Hitler threw the weight of 
his southeastern blitz forces—1,000 
airplanes and probably several hun- 
dred thousand picked troops — 
against the stubborn British and 
Greek defenders of Attica today. 

The allied defense lines bent but 
—so far as was reported—did not 
break in some of the war’s blood- 
iest fighting. 

How long tthe comparatively 
small band of British Imperial 
troops and tough Greek fighting 
men could withstand attack after 
attack with apparent German disre- 
gard for losses was not certain. 


London admitted the situation 
was serious. A spokesman said 
there was no point in disguising 
that fact. But he added quickly 
that while the Greeks gradually 
were being forced southward from 
the positions they have long held in 
Albania no Nazi break-through has 
yet been reported. 

London was cheered today by 
word that the Royal Air Force had 
carried out their biggest attack of 
the war upon Berlin, employing 
powerful new Stirling four-engined 
bombers and new-type explosive 
bombs. The Germans admitted res- 
idential and “cultural” property 
was hit. The Prussian state li- 
brary, damaged in the big British 
attack of April 9, was struck again.

But the burden actually will fall 
more heavily on the lower and the 
middle income brackets since it 
would be impossible to put such a 
proportionate increase on the in- 
comes of rich men whose surtax 
rates now run as high as 75 per 
cent.

OFFICIAL INDEX SHOWS STEADY 
DECLINE FOR RECENT WEEKS 


Northern California Homes Foundation Cites 
Wholesale Price Decline For Two Consecutive 
Recent Weeks: Dealers Add Design Service 


As forecast by Northern Califor- 
nia Homes Foundation, the cost of 
building materials continues to level 
off, while the No. 1 material of: 
home building—lumber—has drop- 
ped steadily in cost during recent 
weeks, according to the Department 
of Labor’s Index of Wholesale 
Prices. The wholesale price of lum- | 
ber dropped 0.3 point in the week| 
ending March 8, and 0.6 point in the | 
week ending March 15, the Foun-; 
dation points out. For the latter | 
period, lumber had the greatest | 
price decrease in a list of 25 com- | 
modities. Only livestock and poul- | 
try came down in cost to the con-| 
sumer to a greater degree than lum-j 
ber. The index of building materi- 
als prices stood at 99.4 for the week, ' 
the same as the index figure for the | 
week ending February 8. \

the district for water furnished 
since the temporary restraining or- 
der and were also reported to have 
stated that it is unlikely there will 
be any occasion to shut off a con- 
tinuous flow of water to the dis- 
trict for fifteen or twenty years. 

The action originated March 31 
when the water district filed a pe- 
tition in Superior Court praying 
for the injunction and for the tem- 
porary restraining order.

The temporary restraining order 
was issued the afternoon of May

ing of April 1. Hearing on the or- 
der to show cause why an injunc- 
tion: should not issue was set for 
April 10 and continued from that 
date until April 17 and the com- 
pany’s motion to dismiss, which the 
court denied, was filed April 15.
